1 ) Examiner is not convinced witli applicant's argument regarding rejection of claims 25 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. Applicant argues that there is 
a support from original disclosure at page 37 and 46, in cliames 20-23 in orginally filed document. However, there is no pages 37 and 46. 
And claims 20-23 do not have any relavent information reagarding it. 

2) Examiner is not convinced with applicant's argument regarding rejection of claims 27 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 112. Applicant argues that 
the feature that M'^2 parameter close to unity is inherent. Since M''2 parameter is not fixed in general even in this art, this is another new 
limitation. 

3) Examiner is not convinced with applicant's argument regarding rejection of claims 22-26 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b). Applicant argues that 
reference (Ulitch) does not teach "imaging the sea bottom" because the reference teaches only imaging the object above sea bottom. Since 
Ulitch system is based on the reflcetion of the target, it does not matter whether it is sea bottom or object above sea bottom. Therefore 
Ultrich system applies to both the objct above sea bottom and sea bottom. 

4) Examiner is not convinced with applicant's argument regarding rejection of claims 30-33, and 36-37 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b). Applicant 
argues that reference does not teach a sequecnce of current pulses with temporal characteristics because integration of signal current 
wipes out its temporal pulse charateristics. Since the integration of current is done in very short interval, it still conveys the temporal 

characteristics. 
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
